W. H. Thrush, another official of

wages amount to about $7 a week.

OT only our foreign policy but our financial policy as well

And yet we claim to be 
an enlightened, a civilized, a peaceful, and a Christian people, j 
If the people wish this stopped they can stop it. They can bring! ,.t,D"esu't ,, 
their opinions to bear on their rulers. They can force them to' 
take advantage of the present opportunity and engage in an in- 
ternational plan for disarmament. 


It is obvious that if they do not do so, the least thing they 


will have to suffer is a continuance of mounting expenditures 
and of military disbursements, which will probably be as much 
higher than the recent ones, unthinkable as they are, as the lat- 
ter were higher than those which preceded.
